On Thursday, August 16, 2012, Internal Affairs Bureau investigators Sergeant Richard 
Martinez, Sergeant Hector Velasquez, and Lieutenant Patrick Libertone responded to 
West 127" Street and Normandie Avenue in the Unincorporated County of Los Angeles. 
Internal Affairs Bureau investigators and Walter Katz from the Office of Independent 
Review were given a briefing by Operation Safe Streets Bureau. 


SYNOPSIS: 


roximately 0142 hours, Field Training Officer, Deput | 
Aiii: his partner, Deputy Peter Nicholas AN traveling east on West 
126" Street toward Normandie Avenue in a marked patrol car. Deputy Nicholas was 
driving, when both deputies heard numerous gunshots. Both deputies believed the 
gunshots came from south of their location. Deputy Nicholas continued driving east on 
West 126" Street and turned right to southbound Normandie Avenue. As the patrol car 
reached the northwest corner of Normandie Avenue and West 127" Street, both 
deputies saw a male black adult us Brown) walking east on West 127" Street 
carrying a rifle. Deputy] ot out of the patrol car and ordered the suspect to 
stop, as Deputy Nicholas made a U-turn on West 127^ Street in order to follow the 
suspect who was now running north on west sidewalk of Normandie Avenue. The 
suspect turned the rifle toward PN A Nicholas. Fearing for his safety 
and his partner's safety, Deputy fired three rounds from his Beretta 92F 
pistol, missing the suspect. Deputy MM vs approximately seventy feet from the 
suspect when he fired his weapon. 


The suspect turned and ran north on Normandie Avenue and threw the rifle into the 
backyard of the residence located at Best 127" Street. He continued running 
north along the west sidewalk of Normandie Avenue. 


Deputy Nicholas drove his patrol car north on Normandie Avenue as Deputy ЩИ 
ran after the suspect along the west sidewalk of Normandie Avenue. Deputy Nicholas 
put out emergent radio traffic that a deputy involved shooting had occurred, as he was 
driving on Normandie Avenue. 


The suspect was ordered to stop and get on the ground and he complied. He was 
handcuffed and taken into custody without further incident. The suspect did not sustain 
any injuries as a result of the deputy involved shooting. 

The suspect's rifle was recovered from the backyard of Hest 127" Street, where 
he was seen ing it. The rifle was loaded and contained eleven live rounds. The 


residence at est 127" Street sustained seven bullet holes. Seven shell casings 
belonging to a rifle were recovered in front of the residence at Г West 127" Street.

The residential neighborhood near the shooting scene was canvassed for any potential 
witnesses. Some residents heard gunshots, saw the suspect running, or heard the 
deputies commands to the suspect. There were no witnesses to the actual deputy 
involved shooting. For further information regarding witness statements refer to 
supplemental reports in Exhibit A. 


INJURIES: 
No injuries to deputies or suspect. 
PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 


Deputy EEE three 9MM Luger expended bullet casings were recovered from 
Normandie Avenue just north of West 127" Street. The area the casings were 
recovered from is consistent with Deputy Т of where he was when 
he fired at the suspect. The above items were identified, recovered and photographed 
by Sheriff's Department Crime Lab.

Suspect Brown's rifle was recovered from the backyard of г es: 127" Street. The 
above item was identified, recovered and photographed by Sheriff's Department Crime 
Lab.

INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS: 


Upon the investigators arrival they learned there was an active command post and 
containment of the crime scene area. Investigators learned of the series of events 


which culminated in a deputy involved, non-hit shooting involving Deputy 
Deputy} as a uniformed patrol deputy. 


IAB Note: IAB Lieutenant Patrick Libertone checked to see that the 
Watch Commander, Lieutenant Milton Murphy took 
reasonable steps to ensure the involved deputies did not 
discuss the incident with uninvolved persons prior to being 
interviewed by the assigned investigators. In addition, IAB 
Lieutenant Patrick Libertone ensured the Watch Commander 
had the involved deputies gather in the company of a 
supervisor until they had provided a statement to the 
assigned investigators. 
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The criminal investigation was handled by Operation Safe Streets Bureau (OSS 
Detective Derek White К | He entered the crime scene with Ce MM NN 
He documented his actions and findings on supplemental reports. Detective White 
conducted a walk-through of the scene with IAB investigators, Force Training personnel 
and OIR Attorney Walter Katz. Sergeant Martinez directed Sheriff s Crime Lab 
personnel to photograph and document the scene.

шшш... E | was interviewed on August 16, 2012 at South 
os Angeles sheriff's Station by OSS Detectives Derek White and Michael Haggerty. 
He was also interviewed on May 28, 2013, at 1509 hours by Sergeants Richard 
Martinez and Hector Velasquez at the Internal Affairs Bureau office in the City of 
Commerce. Deputy M represented by Elizabeth Gibbons of Green and 


Shinee. Both interviews were digitally recorded and transcribed. The following is a 
summary of both interviews and his supplemental report. 


Deputy Eas assigned о which is a two person crime car. He was 
wearing a full Class “A” uniform. He carries a Berretta 92FS. 


On August 16, 2012 Deputy MM WM: nh PM shift with Deputy Nicholas. 


Deputy as Deputy Nicholas апа they had been working 
together for approximately 2 months. During this time they discussed different 
scenarios in regards to encountering armed suspects. These discussions would take 
place during briefing, during shift and after debriefing incidents. They also discussed if 
an armed suspect ran from them, they would move to contain the suspect. 


Deputy — -=< he was the passenger and Deputy Nicholas was driving a black 
and white marked Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department patrol vehicle. They were 
driving east on West 126" Street approaching Normandie Avenue when he heard 
approximately seven to eight gunshots directly south of his location. He told Deputy 
Nicholas to drive south on Normandie Avenue to see if someone was shot or injured, so 
he could get them treatment and find out what happened. 


As they drove toward the sound of the gunshots he had his duty weapon in his left hand 
(strong hand) and his right hand on the door handle. Due to the close proximity of the 
gunshots he felt he would be at a tactical disadvantage if he was talking on the radio as 
they drove towards the area. 
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Deputies Nicholas П started to turn onto West 127" Street from 
Normandie Avenue when he (Deputy ЕМ a male black holding an assault 
rifle, running towards him. The suspect was on the north sidewalk of West 127" Street 
running eastbound towards Normandie Avenue. The suspect was holding the rifle in an 
upwards position. His right hand was on the hand guard and his left hand was on the 
pistol grip. The male continued running and turned north on Normandie Avenue and 
continued running on the west sidewalk. 


IAB NOTE: During his interview Deputy was shown a picture 
of the area of the shooting scene. He marked where he first 
saw the suspect, as he was seated in the vehicle. He also 
marked where he was, as the suspect ran on Normandie 
Avenue away from him. That picture is included with this 
case as Exhibit F. 


Deput exited the patrol vehicle and told his partner, “That's him." Deputy 

felt it was a disadvantage to remain in the vehicle, as he was so close to the 
suspect. Deputy — immediately began to yell orders at the suspect. He 
repeatedly told him to stop and drop the gun. Deputy о -o cover behind the 
cinder block wall that is located on the northwest corner of Normandie Avenue and 
West 127" Street. He saw that Deputy Nicholas was still in the vehicle and was making 
a U-turn. The suspect was running north on the west sidewalk of Normandie Avenue 
along the cinder block wall. 


The suspect stopped running after about 40 feet and started to turn towards Deput 
Pe lower torso was partially behind the rounded wall. —_ NN 
saw the suspect turn to his left and place the stock of the rifle onto his left shoulder and 
level the barrel at him. Deputy M >>, the rifle had a large magazine and 
remembered hearing seven to eight shots. He felt the rifle still had at least 20 more 
rounds in it and thought the suspect was going to kill him. Deputy И fred three 
rounds in rapid succession from his Beretta, missing the suspect. The suspect was now 
approximately seventy feet from Deputy wren he shot. After the shots were 
fired, the suspect turned back towards the wall and threw the rifle over it. He then ran 
north on the west sidewalk of Normandie Avenue again. 


Deputy Started to run after the suspect northbound on the west sidewalk of 
Normandie Avenue, after he saw the suspect discard his rifle. Deputy | WES 
giving orders for the suspect to stop running as he chased him. His intentions were to 
keep an eye on the suspect in case he turned onto West 126" Street. He was aware 
Deputy Nicholas was driving next to him, as he heard the patrol vehicle. He thought 
about using the patrol vehicle as cover, but decided to use the telephone pole that was 
ahead of him. The suspect complied with the orders to stop running and laid on the 
ground just north of the telephone pole. This telephone pole is located on the west 
sidewalk of Normandie Avenue between West 126" Street and West 127" Street and is 
approximately one hundred and seventy feet from the corner of West 127" Street and 
Normandie Avenue. 
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IAB NOTE: A foot pursuit evaluation form was completed and is included 
with this case. See Miscellaneous Documents. 


Deputy —— Es not initially put out e dio traffic after the shooting, as he 
heard Deputy Nicholas put it out. о Й: Nicholas detained the 
suspect at gunpoint and waited for additional units. After the units arrived the suspect 
was taken into custody without incident. 


Deputy RE sc he was aware of the surroundings before he fired his weapon. 
He said he could see clear up Normandie Avenue and there was no foot traffic or 
vehicles. He added there was adequate lighting from the streetlights and the tactical 
light on his firearm. Deputy ERR six to eight seconds had elapsed from 
the time he initially saw the suspect, to the time he was detained at gunpoint. 


WITNESS STATEMENT: 


Peter Nicholas, Deputy, E was interviewed on August 16, 2012 at South Los 
Angeles Sheriff's Station by OSS Detectives Derek White and Michael Haggerty. He 
was also interviewed on May 28, 2012, at 1439 hours by Sergeants Richard Martinez 
and Hector Velasquez at the Internal Affairs Bureau office in the City of Commerce. 
Deputy Nicholas was represented by Elizabeth Gibbons of Green and Shinee. His 
interview was digitally recorded and transcribed. The following is a summary of both his 
interview and his supplemental report. 


Deputy Ni ing a two man crime car with his partne | 
ооо ВИНИ They were both wearing Class “A” uniforms апа were 
driving a marked black and white patrol vehicle. They were driving east on West 126" 
Street between Halldale Avenue and Normandie Avenue when he heard approximately 
eight gunshots directly south of them. Deputy Nicholas turned south onto Normandie 
Avenue towards West 127" Street in an effort to locate the source of the gunshots. As 
they were making a right turn onto West 127" Street from Normandie Avenue he saw a 
male black running towards them on the north sidewalk of West 127" Street. The 
suspect was approximately five feet from the patrol vehicle and was carrying a black 
rifle. The suspect had his left hand on the pistol grip and his right hand on the hand 
guard of the barrel. Deputy Nicholas described this as "port arms." 


The suspect saw them and turned left onto Normandie Avenue and continued running 
on the west sidewalk. Deputy И г: с the vehicle and said, "that's him,” as he 
took cover behind the cinder block wall which is located on the northwest corner of 
Normandie Avenue and West 127" Street. Deputy Nicholas stayed in the vehicle and 
made a U-turn on West 127" Street. As he conducted this U-turn, he heard Deputy 

giving orders for the suspect to stop and drop the gun. Deputy Nicholas 
looked over his shoulder to locate Dep uty MM the middle of the U-turn on 
West 127" Street and saw that he was still behind the cinder block wall. He then saw 
Deputy 08 fire his weapon three to four times. Deputy Nicholas could not see 
the suspect at this point and continued to drive the vehicle. 
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He completed the U-turn and stopped at Normandie Avenue in time to see the suspect 
throw the rifle over the cinder block wall that was next to him and continue running north 
on Normandie Avenue. 


Deputy Nicholas stayed in the patrol vehicle and drove north on Normandie Avenue. 
Deputy was slightly ahead of him as he ran on the west sidewalk. Deputy 
Nicholas broadcasted emergent radio traffic as the suspect stopped running just north 
of the telephone pole that is located on the west side of Normandie Avenue between 
West 126" Street and West 127" Street. The suspect complied with Deputy 

orders and laid down on the ground. Once assisting units arrived the 
suspect was taken into custody without incident. 


Deputy Nicholas chose to stay in the patrol vehicle throughout the incident, as he felt it 
provided him cover, gave him access to the shotgun and ammunition and if the suspect 
continued running he would be able to catch up to the suspect and set up a 
containment. 


Deputy Nicholas said he and Deputy {EEE discussed different scenarios when 
encountering armed suspects. The scenarios included the suspect on foot, as well as in 
a vehicle.

SUSPECT STATEMENT: 


Suspect Joshua Brown was interviewed by OSS Detectives Derek White, Michael 
Haggerty апа 2: South Los Angeles Station. His interview was 
digitally recorded and transcribed. The interview was summarized by Detective White 
and may be found on Detective White’s Supplemental Report Exhibit A 


Suspect Joshua Brown was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Richard 
Martinez on June 9, 2013 at 0903 hours. The interview took place over the telephone, 
as he is currently in prison. His interview was digitally recorded and transcribed. The 
following is a summary of his interview. 


Suspect Brown said he had just finished shooting at a house on 127" Street and ran 
towards Normandie Avenue while holding the rifle he just used. As he was turning north 
on Normandie Avenue he saw a Sheriff's Department car at the corner next to him. 

He continued running and threw the rifle over the wall he was running along. He said 
he never turned towards the deputies and never pointed the rifle at them. Suspect 
Brown said he was holding the rifle with his left hand as he ran and the barrel was 
pointing towards the ground. 
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Approximately 10 seconds after he threw the rifle, he heard three to four gunshots. 
Believing the deputy had fired at him, he dropped to the ground just past the telephone 
pole. He said he wanted to get away and that is why he did not stop running when he 
first saw the deputies. 


Suspect Brown said he was running at a full sprint during the incident and estimated | 
twenty to thirty seconds had elapsed from the time he first saw the deputies, to when he 

was taken into custody. He estimated ten seconds had elapsed from the time he 

discarded the rifle, to the time he was shot at by the deputy. 
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
